HAZLETON, Pa. (AP) — Drill- 


ing of a new escape hole for the 
three trapped miners reached a 
point today where two of the men 
reported! they could hear the drill. 


The rescue crews slowed the 


pace of the giant drilling rig, 


gwhich stands 10 stories high, and 
T>roceeded cautiously around the 


300-foot level. 


They asked David Feliin,. 58, 


and.Henry Throne, 28, to keep a 
close watch on the ceil'ing above 
the 14-by-9-foot chamber w h e r e 
they? have been trapped 331 feet 
underground for 10 days. 


"Let us know the first signs of 


dust or anything," the man han- 
dling communications from the 


((Surface told them via a micro-i 


phone through the six-inch lifeline 
hole. "Keep track of it and tell 
us when to stop." 


"We will,." replied Fellin. 
Two previous escape hole tries 


have failed, the latest one Thurs- 
day.. 


If all goes well, the 12-inch 


drill1 was 
expected 
to 
break 


through 
around 
midafternoon. 


Drilling slowed! to avoid any pos- 


"sibility of a new cave-in. 


After the 12-inch hole is com- 


pleted, the next1 step will be to 
enlarge it to 17 inches. This prob- 
ably will take another 30 hours. 


A second drilling rig, . much 


smaller than the 10-story-high'one 
boring the escape-hole., is drilling 
a four-inch-hole toward the area 
where Louis Bova, 415, is believed 
trapped.

after a cave-in 10 days ago — 
about 9 a,m.

GADSDEN, Ala. (AP) — Mayor 


Leslie Gilliland angrily accused 
tour visiting movie stars today of 
rabble-rousing tactics in racially 
trouble'd Gadsden, and promised 
to,jail them if they violated the 
law. 


One of the actors, Paul New- 


man, 
denied any attempt 
tt> 


cause trouble and said in fact 
that he and his colleagues, includ- 
ing Marlon Brando, talked Gads- 
don Negroes out of staging anoth- 
er in a long series of street dem- 
onstrations. 


The visiting Hollywood celebri- 


ties had announced plans to seek 
conferences with city officials and 
industrial leaders in what they 
described as an attempt to estab- 
lish communications between the 
races in this industrial city where 
hundreds were arrested in recent 
protest marches. 


The mayor said he would not 


talk with the movie stars be- 
cause, he said, "I feel they are 
serving no purpose in Gadsden 
except 
to create trouble and 


chaos." 


Gilliland accused them of mak- 


ing the trip to Gadsden for pub- 
licity. 


He added: "All of the trouble 


we've had in Gadsden has been 
caused by outside rabble-rousers 
coming in here and! using our Ne- 
gro people for their own gain. 
We have nothing but contempt 
for people such as these movie 
stars who are here, and the quick- 
er they move and go back where 
they came from, the better off 
we'll all 
1 be." 


Brando,, Newman and the oth- 


er two actors, Anthony! Franciosa 
and Virgil Frye, had already an- 
nounced 
their plans to leave 


Gadsden tonight. 


Newman, answering the may- 


or's statement, denied any pub- 
licity-seeking motive and 
said 


that he, Brando and Franciosa 
have become known in the past 
for. .efforts to .avoid publicity. 


•He said Southern people are 


willing to ask movie stars to help 
them raise funds for such things 
as hospitals "and they don't call 
us agitators then." 


He said he considered the Ne- 


groes' fight for equality "just as 
moral a humanitarian issue as a 
hospital." 


There was some talk that the 


movie stars might lead a protest 
march to dramatize the Negro's 
struggle for racial equaKty. 


But the Academy Award-win- 


ning Brando said no march was 
planned today. 


He said he or other movie ce- 


lebrities will return to Gadsden 
at an unspecified date to conlinuc- 
their work in behalf of the Negro 
community. 


The four entertainers spoke to 


a Negro church rally! Thursday 
night, 
receiving 
wild 
acclaim 


from the overflow audience, then 
spent the night in a Negro apart- 
ment hotel. 


This morning they had] break- 


fast in a Negro drugstore adjoin- 
ing the apartment building and 
were surrounded by newsmen and 
Negro well-wishers. 


He told the cheering, hymn- 


singing Negroes that the "vast 
reservoir of public opinion" is 
sympathetic 
with, their 
f i g h t 


against segregation. 


GADSDEN, Ala. (AP)-Stirred 


by a wildly-cheering Negro greet- 
ing, Marlon Brando and three 
fellow movie actors sought to 
convince Gadsden officials today 
that Negroes must have racial 
equality. 


They promised to seek confer- 


ences with members of the City 
Commission and officials of two 
of the major industries — Good- 
year Company and Republic Steel 
—in what, they described as an 
effort to establish better commu- 
nications between the races. 


Gadsden, a northeast Alabama 


industrial city of 60,000, has been 
the scene of frequent Negro dem- 
onstrations since June 10 when an 
antisegregation campaign w a s 
launched. Hundreds of Negroes 
have been arrested since then. 


Brando, accompanied by Paul 


Newman, Anthony Franciosa, and 
Virgil Frye, spoke at a meeting 
in a packed Negro church Thurs- 
day night and predicted that the 
day of the "hard-core segrega- 
tionist" in Alabama and else- 
where in the South is fast ap- 
proaching an end.

Committee 
Acts to Avert 
Railway Strike 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 
The 


Senate 
Commerce 
Committee, 


working against a Thursday strike 
deadline, approved today) a bill 
providing for binding arbitration 
to settle the deadlocked dispute 
over railroad work rules. 


The bill, calling for the creation 


of a seven-man arbitration board, 
is to be taken up by the Senate 
Monday. 


The board would be composed 


of two representatives of the car- 
riers and two of the unions and 
of three public members desig- 
nated by the other four unions, 
or, if they are unable to agree, 
appointed by the President. 


The committee rejected Presi- 


dent Kennedys proposal for sub- 
mitting the four-year-old dispute 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission,, which would have been 
empowered to issue work rules 
binding for two years. 


The bill follows the lines of a 


proposal made a week ago by 
Secretary of Labor W. Willarcl 
Wirtz for creation of an arbitra- 
tion panel. 


The bill, approved by the Com- 


merce Committee without dis- 
sent, would bar a strike or walk- 
out or the' po'sting of new work 
rules, 
ending arbitration of the 


dispute. 
| 


The bill provides or referring 


to the arbitration board the two' 
main issues in dispute—firemen's 
jobs and the make-up of train 
crews. 


Collective bargaining would be 


attempted on other lesser issues 
in dispute,, but if they could not 
be resolved by negotiation they 
also would be submitted to the 
board for arbitration. 


The arbitration board wouM be 


required to begin its hearings 30 
days after enactment of the legis- 
lation or at such earlier date as 
the parties and the board might 
agree upon. 


The board would have to file 


its award not later than 60 days 
after it commenced its hearings, 
and in no event later than 90 days 
after enactment of the resolution. 


Wirtz' proposal, accepted im- 


mediately without reservation by 
the carriers and conditionally by 
the five rail unions involved in the 
dispute, was to submit the two 
key issues to an arbitration panel 
composed of management, union 
and public representatives. Other 
issues, such as wage structure, 
would be left to separate negotia- 
tion.

Southerners, 
GOPs Handle 
Solid Defeat 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


House gave President Kennedy a 
stunning setback today by slash- 
ing $585 million from the foreign 
aid bill. 


A coalition of Republicans and 


Southern Democrats put over the 
deep cut in a last-minute maneu- 
ver. 


At first, the cut was interpreted 


as being $1,025,000,000. But a 
large part of the amount, while 
authorized by the House last year, 
had not been requested in this 
year's bill. Thus, part of the re- 
duction did not count as far as 
this year's measure is concerned. 


The authorization stood at $3,5 


billion. 


The President had asked $4.5 


billion. The House Foreign Af- 
fairs committee cut that to $4.1 
billion, and the surprise move to- 
day cut it another $5R5 million. 


The reduction itself was put. 


into the bill on a rolff call vote 
of 222-188. 


Oh final passage' a little later, 


the roll call count was 224-186. 


In the final! vote, 172 Democrats 


and 52 Republicans voted for the 
bill and 66 Democrats and 120 Rc- 
ublicans against it. 
Both votes were a direct turn- 


around1 from the record of Thurs- 
day night's long session when ad- 
vocates of the'reduction lost all 
around.

There was no immediate .indi- 


cation how long it would take to 
repair it. 


Earlier, drillers had been push- 


ing ahead rapidly and smoothly 
with a 12-inch drill in the third 
attempt to sink an escape shaft 
to two of the trapped miners, 
David 
Fellin, 58, and 
Henry 


Throne,-28, who have been direct- 
ing rescue operations and receiv- 
ing food and supplies through a 
six-inch lifeline hole. Contact was 
first established with them Sun- 
day night. The two are able to 
communicate 
w i t h 
rescuers 


through a microphone lowered to 
them. 


The first mechanical breakdown 


caused workers to lose an hour's 
time. This occurred when a pack- 
ing bolt broke loose on the drill- 
ing rig. 


Drilling resumed at 4 a.m. and

ing 220 feet, when the hoist cable 
jumped the pulley. 
. Optimism prevailed for at least 
two of the men.
